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1 The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
claims have been allowed because claims 13,22,66,72,99,100,101 essentially 
recite a dispenser, carton to be opened to form an opening at a exit end to catch 
one or more of the containers exiting the container. The dispenser is detachable 
along a continuous .perforated line extending across a top panel, the sides and 
the exiting end. Claims 29,43 recite a blank to form an enclosed carton having 
the tear line as in claims 1 3 and 22. Claim 53 further recites the blank as in 
claims 29 and 43 along with the specific flaps and multiple fold lines .Claims 
64,97 recite the method of opening an enclosed carton having the essential 
structure of claims 13 and 22. Claims 78 ,102 recite a blank for forming an 
enclosed carton having a line of removal extending across the top , two sides 
and to a transverse fold line and then across each of the side end flaps. Claims 
85,91 also recite a blank having the multiple fold lines. The claims also recite 
over the references to Ellis and Lingamfelter.
